Details folow: Manitoba—WWell fill- 
"| ed crops are the rule in Manitoba this 
year, and will more than offset the fin- 
‘ancial ‘loes entailed through lower 
grades. Threshing operations where 
‘carried on have been hindered by a 
shortage of help but the situation is not 
regarded as in anyway serious. 
Saskatchewan—In the central and 
southern districts eighty to cighty-five 
per cent of grain is threshed and from 
fifty to fifty-ive per .cent in north. 
Yields have been turning out well, and 
grades are showing up better than ex- 
pected, considering the soaking which 
the grain has received gencrally #7? 
some weeks past. Very little fall plow 
ing has been accomplished probably not 
more than five per cent, taking the pro- 
vinee throughout. Ground is in good 
condition for this work and if severe 
Trosts hold off as Jong as the average 
year, farmers will easily catch up with 
this work. Continuous -wet weather 
has resulted in much of harvest help 
(returning home so that the labour situa- 
tion is acute in come localitics. but 
every effort is being made through com 
munity help to keep machines moving. 
* Alberta—Cutting and threshing pro- 
ceeded throughout the province without 
‘interruption until Friday when rain tied 
up operations more or less generally. 
In southwest Alberta rain was accom- 
panied by snow. All parts of the pro- 
vince with the exception of Suffield sub- 
division, and west end of Brook's sub- 
‘division will renew threshing today. 
Cutting throughout the province except 
for Crow's Nest and Reddeer subdivi- 
sions is completed. In latter territory 
there is from ten to twonty-five per cent 
of/grain still'standiog. Threshing made 
good progress during week and taking 
the province over about fifty per cent 
of this work is done. 
_E. D. and B. C. Railway—Weather 
conditions are showery, but on- the 
whole sufficiently favorable to permit 
carrying on of threshing operations. 
An exceptionally good crop exists in all 
localities, and weather conditions have 
been much better than in other paris of 
Alberta, with result that grain has suf- 
fered little damage. Most of wheat 
going to clevators is grading _ number 
one. 
British Columbia—Some rain in Okan 
agin, otherwise weather more favorable 
han previous week, and apple harvest 
agsin under way,with all available help 
assisting to get in crop. Movement of 
fruit to prairies has been slow owing to 
weather conditions there, and packing 
houses are filled’ to capacity. Fst on 
26th and 27th in Okanagan did damage 
crop variously estimated ‘as:from thirty 
to fifty percents ‘This does not mean 
that all this quality will not be shipped, 
dut that there will be very few stand- 
ard grade onions fit to sell from this ter- 
titory. . This frost completely wiped 
out the balance of tomato crop but fruit 
were not hurt.
